Breaks fortarsands considered 



industry The Harper gov¬ 
ernment says special 
breaks may be in store for 
Alberta’s tarsands. 

Tarsands emissions may 
not drop as much as other 
industries as Canada moves 
to synchronize its environ¬ 
mental policies with its 
largest trading partner, the 
United States. 

Environment Minister 
Jim Prentice says legisla¬ 
tion moving through the 
U.S. Congress would grant 
special breaks to certain 
“trade-exposed” industries. 


The bill — dubbed the 
Waxman-Markey bill after 
its authors, Democrats 
Henry Waxman and Ed¬ 
ward Marlcey — is one of 
two pieces of major cli¬ 
mate-change legislation be¬ 
fore Congress. 

It would, among other 
things, set a national cap 
on greenhouse gases and al¬ 
low polluters to buy and 
sell allowances. This is 
known as a cap-and-trade 
system. 

The Waxman-Markey bill 
would help some energy-in¬ 
tensive, trade-vulnerable 
industries adapt to new 
clean-energy rules and 
technologies by giving 


them special allowances to 
cover their higher costs. 

Prentice told reporters in 
Copenhagen that it’s im¬ 
portant that whatever in¬ 
dustries fall into that 
“trade-sensitive” category 
in the States also do so in 
Canada. 

He didn’t rule out the 
tarsands as an industry that 
could qualify for special 
breaks. 

Prentice was responding 
to documents obtained by 
the CBC that apparently 
suggest Canada’s oil-and- 
gas industries wouldn’t 
need to cut their carbon 
emissions as deeply as first

Stelmach 
still behind 
nurses 
training 

employment Premier Ed 
Stelmach is renewing his 
government’s promise to 
train 2,000 nurses within 
the next two years amid 
warnings of grim job 
prospects for nursing grad¬ 
uates in Alberta. 

The premier used his 
“Ask Premier Ed” Internet 
video on health care to en¬ 
courage nursing students 
to continue in their 
programs to fill nursing 
jobs he expects will be va¬ 
cated by retiring baby 
boomers. 

But this contrasts with an 
Internet blog by Alberta 
Health Services chief execu¬ 
tive Stephen Duckett, who 
warns that times will be 
“tough” for nursing grads 
in the next couple of years. 

Duckett writes that only 
about two per cent of the 
nurses eligible for 
voluntary retirement have 
offered to leave their jobs. 

He warns that Alberta 
may still end up having to 
lay off nurses and other 
staff in order to eliminate a 
budget deficit. 

Dozens of nursing grads 
held several protests this 
fall to say that Alberta is ba¬ 
sically training nurses to 
work in other provinces 
and the United States.

Grits sorry for 
doctored pic 

Harper depicted as Oswald in 
famous assassination photo 


The federal Liberal party 
has apologized for posting 
a doctored photo on its 
website that depicts Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
being assassinated. 

The photo — in which 
Harper’s face was Photo- 
shopped onto the famous 
picture of Lee Harvey Os¬ 
wald being gunned down 
by Jack Ruby — was re¬ 
moved immediately after it 
began drawing public no¬ 
tice. 

“It had no business being 
there,” acknowledged Lib¬ 
eral party spokesman 
Daniel Lauzon. 

Another fake photo, de¬ 
picting Harper with his 
arm buried to the elbow in 
the wrong end of a cow, 
was also removed. Lauzon 
said the cow picture was 
meant to poke fun at the 
carbon emissions produced 
by bovine flatulence but 
was removed “due to the 
possibility of misinterpreta¬ 
tion.” 


The photos had been part 
of a contest, in which the 
party invited people to 
make up humorous pic¬ 
tures portraying the prime 
minister’s reluctance to 
participate in the Copen¬ 
hagen climate-change sum¬ 
mit. 

The photos are “user-gen¬ 
erated” and don’t necessari¬ 
ly reflect the views of the 
party, said Lauzon — still, 
they are supposed to be 
screened by the party be¬ 
fore they’re posted. 

“We do review them but 
that one admittedly slipped 
through the cracks,” Lau¬ 
zon said of the doctored 
photo of Oswald, who was 
shot by Ruby on Nov. 24, 
1963, two days after Oswald 
was arrested for the assassi¬ 
nation of U.S. President 
John F. Kennedy.

No clear answers from inquiry into suspected Cornwall pedophile ring

Colvin set to defend self 


Diplomat and whistleblow¬ 
er Richard Colvin will break 
his silence today in a 20- 
page rebuttal of the federal 
government’s claims it re¬ 
ceived no “credible allega¬ 
tions” of torture of prison¬ 
ers handed over to Afghan 
authorities until late 2007. 

Colvin’s letter, to be sub¬ 
mitted to the committee 
probing the controversy, is 
certain to increase the pres¬ 
sure on the Conservative 
government to comply with 
a Parliamentary vote order¬ 
ing it to produce uncen¬ 
sored documents related to 
the detainee issue. 

It comes after seven Con¬ 
servative MPs boycotted 


and forced the cancellation 
of a special sitting of the 
committee yesterday. 

A source said Colvin, who 
was a senior official 
in the Canadian Em¬ 
bassy in 

Afghanistan in 

2006-07, feels it is 
his “duty to correct 
the record and pro¬ 
vide a complete and 
detailed record be¬ 
fore the commit¬ 
tee.” 

Colvin will ad¬ 
dress the claims both in tes¬ 
timony and in public state¬ 
ments by three cabinet 
ministers, three generals 
and former top civil ser¬ 


vants involved in oversee¬ 
ing the mission in 
Afghanistan that “nobody 
told us there was a prob¬ 
lem, the claim that 
as soon as the gov¬ 
ernment was in¬ 
formed they fixed 
the problems, and 
the claim that there 
were no credible al¬ 
legations of the tor¬ 
ture of Afghan de¬ 
tainees until late 
2007.” 

“The idea is es¬ 
sentially to set the record 
straight,” said the source, 
who would not comment 
on the record. “And to pro¬ 
vide the evidence and trans¬ 


parency the public’s been 
calling for and the commit¬ 
tee’s been calling for on this 
issue.” 

The letter, which will also 
provide more details on this 
several visits to Afghan jails, 
is intended as a continua¬ 
tion or addendum of 
Colvin’s evidence already 
before the committee. 

The diplomat is expected 
to focus on his visits to 
Afghan jails where he 
talked to prisoners who 
said they were tortured. He 
is to counter criticism from 
Conservatives and others 
that his knowledge of tor¬ 
ture was third-hand at best.

‘Balancing 
between 
success and 
failure’ 



The success of the UN cli¬ 
mate conference hung in 
the balance yesterday as 
China and the U.S. 
deadlocked over whether 
Beijing will allow the 
world to check its books 
and verify promised cuts 
in greenhouse gas 
emissions. 

Princes, presidents and 
premiers crowded into a 
vast hall for the formal 
opening of the largest sum¬ 
mit yet held on climate 
change, but attention was 
on the leaders of the 
world’s two largest pol¬ 
luters — U.S. President 
Barack Obama and Chinese 
Prime Minister Wen Jiabao 
— who plan to arrive for 
the final days of talks on a 
framework to control heat¬ 
trapping gases. 

Negotiators who have 
been working for 10 days 
floated new draft docu¬ 
ments on lesser issues. But 
they left open the vexing 
questions of emissions tar¬ 
gets for industrial countries, 
billions of dollars a year in 
handing for poor countries 
to contend with global 
warming, and verifying the 
actions of emerging powers 
like China to ensure they 
keep their promises. 

“In these very hours, we 
are balancing between suc¬ 
cess and failure,” said con¬ 
ference president Connie 
Hedegaard of Denmark.

American poll shows faith in green economy 


Americans believe reduc¬ 
ing greenhouse gases will 
help the economy more 
than hurt it. 

It is a sign the public is 
showing more faith in 
President Barack Obama’s 
economic arguments for 
limiting heat-trapping gas¬ 
es, and less in Republican 


claims that such measures 
would kill jobs. 

In an Associated Press- 
Stanford University poll, 
40 per cent said U.S. action 
to slow global warming in 
the future would create 
jobs. Slightly more, 46 per 
cent, said it would boost 
the economy. 


By contrast, fewer than a 
third said curbing climate 
change would hurt the 
economy and result in few¬ 
er jobs, a message Republi¬ 
can members of Congress 
plan to take to an interna¬ 
tional global warming con¬ 
ference in Copenhagen 
this week. 


“They’re wrong,” Ron 
Classen, who participated 
in the poll, said of the Re¬ 
publican stance. “People 
are going to be shifted from 
one job to another,” said 
Classen, a self-described fan 
of environmentalist A1 
Gore. 

The survey’s results 


seem to boost Democratic 
efforts to curb global 
warming pollution and 
sign an international 
agreement to reduce heat¬ 
trapping gases, despite the 
concerns many Americans 
have about the recession 
and high unemployment 
rate. 


However, three-quarters 
said they would oppose a 
cap-and-trade system of 
pollution reduction if it 
raised their electricity bill 
by $25 a month. And 59 
per cent wouldn’t support 
cap-and-trade if it meant 
paying $10 more per

Intangibles are key 
towinning games 



the Edmonton Oilers may 
not be quite where they’d 
like to be in the Western 
Conference standings, but 
the team would agree 
things could be a lot worse. 

Now that some sem¬ 
blance of order has been es¬ 
tablished and most of the 
team is healthy (well, as 
healthy as the Oilers will 
ever be), the next step to 
climbing the rungs of the 
West is for the team to 
shore up some of its intan¬ 
gibles. The Oilers must 
delve deeper than ‘Ws’ and 
‘Ls’ and move into the more 
arcane yet still important 
statistics. 

Giveaways are a perfect 
example. Edmonton cur¬ 
rently sits second-last in the 
NHL with 382 — only the 
Montreal Canadiens are 
worse — and with young 
goaltender Jeff Deslauriers 
carrying the load until 
Nikolai Khabibulin returns 
from injury, the motivation 
not to turn the puck over 
should be paramount. Per¬ 
haps the most amazing as¬ 
pect of this statistic is that 


the Oilers only have one 
player in the top-30 of the 
league in individual give¬ 
aways — defenceman Jason 
Strudwiclc, with 30 through 
his first 30 games — so un¬ 
fortunately, this is a team¬ 
wide problem. 

The other major leak in 
the ship right now is faceoff 
win percentage. Again, Ed¬ 
monton ranks near the bot¬ 
tom of the NHL with a suc¬ 
cess rate of just 46.7 per 
cent, which puts the Oilers 
28th overall in proficiency. 
The best faceoff man on the 
team has been Sam Gagner, 
who clocks in at 49.2 per 
cent — and as simple math 
would dictate, that still 
means he loses more draws 
than he wins. When games 
get tight and the clock is a 
factor, a blown draw can 
mean the difference be¬ 
tween a win and a loss. 

Although there are many 
factors that go into the re¬ 
sults of a hockey game, it’s 
important to look into the 
little things and see where a 
team can tweak. After all, 
it’s been standard for the 
playoff races in both confer¬ 
ences to come down to one 
point and even sometimes a 
tiebreaker since the lock¬ 
out. 

Now that the Oilers have 
righted themselves, peak¬ 
ing into the intangibles 
should be the next order of 
business.

Made in truck heaven

If you've ever seen desert 
rallies, where hand-built 
trucks race across sand 
dunes and rock crests, 
you'll appreciate the work 
that goes into making one 
of these ultra-tough 
machines. Now, you can 
buy a version right off the 
showroom floor, as Ford 
introduces the 2010 F-150 
SVT Raptor. 

It’s the first truck pro¬ 
duced by Ford’s Special Ve¬ 
hicle Team (hence the SVT) 
since the 2004 Lightning. 
And while it’s naturally go¬ 
ing to appeal to a niche 
market, its design, engi¬ 
neering and tough-but- 
tender nature make it one 
of the best trucks I’ve ever 
driven. 

The only way you can get

close to this combination of 
power and prowess other¬ 
wise is to build it yourself. 

Only 550 are slated for 
Canada for 2010, starting at 
$48,299. That’s a lot of mon¬ 
ey, but it’s impossible to 
outfit a regular F-150 exact¬ 
ly like it, at any price. More 
importantly, and very un¬ 
usually for this much off¬ 
road ability, it’s also almost 
ridiculously comfortable on 


city streets. You won’t have 
to pay once for a weekend 
toy, and again for a workday 
commuter. 

It comes only as a Super 
Cab, with five-foot-five box, 
and right now with a 5.4- 
litre V8 with six-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission, produc¬ 
ing 320 horsepower. A 400- 
horsepower 6.2-litre V8 will 
also be available. Naturally, 
4x4 is the only configura¬ 
tion available, and Canadi¬ 
an trucks come complete 
with a luxury package. 

The body is wider than a 
stock F-150, to accommo¬ 
date the beefier suspension 
and Raptor-specific, 35-inch 
BF Goodrich tires. The fend¬ 
ers are rounded off, and a 
huge grille carries the 
brand name across its 
width. Inside, there are SVT- 
specific gauges, wheel and 
trim. 

But the Raptor’s heart is 



in its suspension. Racing 
shock manufacturer Fox En¬ 
gineering created a new, re- 
buildable triple-bypass 
shock that, unlike most of 
Fox’s products, you can on¬ 
ly buy when the rest of the 
Raptor is attached. Ford says 
it’s the first time any pro¬ 
duction truck has used any¬ 
thing like it. It stiffens as it 
compresses, becoming four 
times harder at the end of 
the stroke. The shocks let 
me take it over a series of 
desert crests at 65 km/h, as 
easily as tackling a speed 
bump at the mall, but

turned pliable enough for 
an asphalt ride that’s more 
comfortable than the regu¬ 
lar F-150’s performance. 


So does any of this make 
sense at a time when hy¬ 
brids are hot, and compacts 
are king? 

Well, no matter what fuel 
prices do, trucks are a ne¬ 
cessity for some and a hob¬ 
by for others, and if Go RV- 
ing can run TV ads extolling 
the virtues of driving a 
house across the country, 
the off-road crowd should 
have its fix, too. They sim¬ 
ply can’t do much better 
than with this newest Ford, 
which will turn heads on 
the tarmac as easily as it 
will on the trail.

Civic, Escalade among 
top stolen vehicles 


X-Trail has 


The Honda Civic has again 
wheeled into the top spot 
on a list of most frequently 
stolen vehicles, but the 
number of high-end mod¬ 
els being snatched is a sign 
of growing appetite among 
auto thieves for luxury 
rides, according to the In¬ 
surance Bureau of Canada. 

Rick Dubin, the bureau's 
vice-president of investiga¬ 
tions, says they’ve seen the 
two-door, sport-injection 
racing 2000 Civic atop the 
list before. The 1999 model 
of the vehicle came in 
third this year. 

“There’s lots of them on 
the road, probably a de¬ 
mand for parts,” he said of 
the vehicle. “Also they can 
be modified, which we’ve 
seen, so they’ve been 
souped up, and these vehi¬ 
cles are very sporty, so 
they’re a desired type of 
vehicle.” 

But Dubin said the real 
concern on the list relates 
to the proliferation of 
luxury vehicles. The 2006 
Hummer H2 four-door 
and four different four- 
door makes of the Cadil¬ 
lac Escalade are in the top 
10 . 

Dubin said they’re seeing 
“an awful lot” of high-end 
vehicles being seized at 
ports in Montreal and Hali¬ 
fax. 

He said such thefts signal 
the involvement of organ¬ 
ized crime. The stolen vehi¬ 
cles yield two to three 
times their value when 
sold in places like Ghana, 
Jamaica, Nigeria, Dubai, 
Lebanon, throughout the 
Middle East and Eastern 
Europe. 

This year, the Insurance 
Bureau of Canada teamed 
up with law enforcement 
in ports of Montreal and 
Halifax and seized 372 ve¬ 
hicles worth in excess of 
$11 million. 

But Dubin said that’s on¬ 
ly “the tip of the iceberg,” 
considering 30,000 high- 
end stolen vehicles with an 


average value of $40,000 
apiece are exported out of 
Canadian ports annually. 

“What we are pulling off 
at the ports are these kinds 


of vehicles — Range Rovers, 
late model Escalades, BMW 
X5 and 6s, the Highlanders 
and the list just goes on and 
on,” he said. 

“That’s what they’re ex¬ 
porting: the high-end, very

popular SUVs.” 

However, Dubin said 
electronic immobilizers 
have made a big difference 
in making it harder to steal 
cars.

Two-time Olympic Games host boasts acclaimed ski routes 


Jim Shea paused for more 
than a moment, almost 
unable to imagine the 
thought of Lake Placid 
without the legacy of host¬ 
ing two Winter Olympic 
games, in 1932 and 1980. 

“We’d just be a sleepy lit¬ 
tle Adirondack town, just a 
small little Adirondack re¬ 
sort,” said Shea, an 
Olympic skier whose fa¬ 
ther helped bring the 
games back to Lake Placid 
for the second time in 
1980. 

The village, nestled in 
the High Peaks region of 
the Adirondack Moun¬ 
tains, was a pioneer Ameri¬ 
can resort in popularizing 
snow and presenting win¬ 
ter attractions to the pub¬ 
lic. 

Yet unlike so many ski 
areas, Lake Placid began as 
a summer destination and 
remains so, with two- 
thirds of its tourism com¬ 
ing between Memorial Day 
and Columbus Day. 

But it was the 1932 
Olympics that made Lake 
Placid famous around the 
world. 

And with the opening of 
Whiteface Mountain Ski 
Center in 1958, town lead¬ 
ers began dreaming of an-

Top winter athletes train 
and compete at its 
Olympic venues, so there’s 
often an ice show, ski 
jumping, bobsled, or luge 
to watch, and the largest 
annual event is the Iron- 
man triathlon in July, 
which attracts upward of 
2,500 participants. 

The mountain boasts 76 
trails, 10 lifts and a vertical 
drop of 1,045 metres, high¬ 
est of any ski resort east of 
the Rockies, and hosts 
World Cup events every 
year. 

In an average year, 
which usually begins in 
early December, 200,000 
people, many from metro¬ 
politan New York City and 
southwestern Ontario, will 
ski there.

Films from Canadian direc¬ 
tors Jason Reitman and 
James Cameron were 
among those leading the 
Golden Globe contenders 
Tuesday, with Reitman’s 
recession-era tale Up In 
The Air and Cameron's sci- 
fi epic Avatar both racking 
up nods in key categories.

3-4 tbsp (45-60 mL) olive 
oil 

1 eggplant, thickly sliced 
8 slices ciabatta bread 

METHOD: 

1. In small pot, mix 
currant jelly, mustard and 
rosemary. Preheat broiler 
to high. 

2. Put lamb chops on grill 
rack, brush with oil, then 
season. Arrange eggplant 
slices on grill rack, brush¬ 
ing with oil. Broil 6-8 min¬ 
utes, turning lamb once 
and eggplant slices 
occasionally, until golden. 


3. Gently heat glaze, then 
brush some over lamb. 
Broil further 2 minutes. 
Turn lamb over and glaze 
other side. Cook 1-2 more 
minutes. 

4. Meanwhile, brush 
ciabatta slices with some 
oil and add to grill rack. 
Broil ciabatta until golden 
on both sides. 

5. Heat remaining glaze 
until almost boiling. Put 
lamb and eggplant on 
serving plates, then spoon 
hot glaze over lamb. Serve 
with ciabatta.
